They were principally of 
routine nature giving instruction, urg- 
ing the men to "stand pat," and insert 
ing that tlio general managers were 
beaten. 


One of the telegrams received especial 


attention from the government attor- 
neys, .It was addressed to C.B.Her- 
man o£ Denver, instructing him to "pay 
no attention to court injunctions." Mr. 
Mnli'prd uiltde uu attempt to identify 
Dens' signature, but his effort -was not 
very satisfactory, Much time was taken 
by tlie government in developing tho 
Western Union's system of delivery and 
showing that tho telegrams received 
here reached the American Railway 
union officials. 


Attorney Uregory for the defense 
irtised the point that tho power of tho 
. onrt -was restricted to Che district hi 
which it was sitting and therefore it 
could not punish Debs because some- 
thing violativo of tho injunction had 
boon committed uy some other man in 
California. 


"I don't know about thatj" replied 


Judge Woods. "I rather think that if 
a man advises a crime iu New York and 
it is committal in Iiidiumi, ho may bo 
punished in either district." 


The value of the telegrams sent out 


about the time the boycott began was," 
Mr. Jlilk-r contended, that they proved 
that the employes of the Santa Fo sys- 
tem quit work on Dobs' orders as ex- 
pressed in the messages. Mr. Mulford's 
testimony was continued at tho after- 
noon session. 


Early iu tho afternoon session At- 


torney Walker announced that the gov- 
ernment had introduced ail of tho tele- 
grams it wished to, and tho witness was 
turned over to Ailx.in.iey Miller of the 
Santa 1<V road for examination. 


JUr. Gregory objected to the admission 


Of the evidence elicited by the Santa 1'a 
ou r-ho ground that it was trying tlio 
defendants twice—by tho government 
and by the Santa l^o road—for tfiio same 
offense. 


The court in^ovemtliug the objection 


said that lie would not be inclined to 
punish twice for tlio same otfenso, but 
he wanted to hoar ;dl the evidence and 
then ho could butter decide. 


The Santa Fo attorneys then intro- 
duced a number of,telegrams as evi- 
dence. 


During the time when the olllcers 


were under arrest by order of tho 
United States court Debs and his asso- 
ciates sent tiio following philosophical 
telegram to nearly 100 different persons, 
as of whom were on Santa Fo railroad 
points. Ic i.« dated July 10, and signed 
by James Hogau: 


"Dobs, Howard, Kelilier and Rogers 
in jail. Best expect to go soon, 'i'his 
is the last act of the corporations. Our 
cai'se is jnst. Victory certain. Staud 
pat." 


Another telegram, under dato of July 


10, to C. E. Kldridge. Luadville, is typi- 
cal of many. It read as follows and woe 
signed by E. V. Dobs: 


"Do not bo frightened by injunctions, 
arrests or troops. I have got a liuusu 
fall of them. This is common all. over. 
This light is now the money power and 
combined monopoly to annihilate labor 
and enslave rhose dependent on labor, 
backed by injunctions, arrests 
and 
troops. Children and childish me:a have 
no part iu it. Only strong men and 
broad minds can emaucipate labor. You 
.in Colorado onght to understand what 
the gold-money power means and be 
willing to resist it even to cho point, of 
starvation. Injunctions and troops nun 
not operate the road. There axe not 
enough 'scabs' to fill one-tenth of tho 
vacancies. There are fivo men emitting 
to every one returning. General situa- 
tion never better than today. One hun- 
dred trades unions will strike for rail- 
road men tomorrow. Will they not 
help themselves. Newsboys have struck 
and boycotted subsidised pi-ess. Let 
none return to work until Gcuoral Man- 
agers' association agrees in writing t.o 
reinstate every man without prejudice 
the country over. Good mou will wiu 
tho fight."

Whun they aro ] 8 years old, 
this true Englishman sends them to 
Canada to grow up ividi tho country. 
Dr. Barmirdo has rescued and started 
into a respectable and prosperous life 
2(i,000oliildrai since the night ho found 
two babies asleep on the street. Not all 
of them went to Canada, but many of 
them did. Dr. Bju-uardo has a farm in 
Canada on which tho young people re- 
main till places have been found for 
them. .Of the whole number ouly 2 per 
cent have lapsed from bouesty mid gone 
to tho had.

Duration of Life Among Doctors. 


One of the most curious statistical 


records that have been compiled this 
century is that by Dr. Salzmann of 
Essling, Wiirttcmberg, on the aver- 
age duration of life among physi- 
cians. Ho found, on going over the 
ancient records of the kingdom, that 
in the sixteenth century the average 
duration of life among that class was 
jut 3(5.5 years; in the seventeenth 
century, -15.S; iu the eighteenth, 49.8, 
and at the present time they reach 
;he favorable average of 66.7. It ap- 
pears from tho footnotes to the above 
ihat this very great increase in lon- 
gevity is duo to the disappearance of 
the "black pest." the introduction of 
vaccination and the great diminution 
in the number of typhus epidemics, 
three classes of diseases which for- 
merly decimated the medical practi 
tioners.—St. Louis Republic.

"Of course we do," the reader may 


oo hastily reply, "for if, as an ex- 
ample, a number o£ persons partake 
if a flavored pudding, they will each 
i/ell you that it tastes of lemon or 
•anilla or cloves, as tho case may 
be. If they all taste lemon, is it not 
ilear that tb;it fruit has the same 
iavor for all of them T 


Not at all, fsiiico it will be seen at 


a glance that, although lemon has its 
own distinct flavor for each pel-son 
t does not by uny means follow that 
t is in eachicaso the same flavor. It 
is possible that if tbe reader and the 
writer could change palates, BO to 
speak, tho result might bo very as- 
.oiiishing. 


If such a thing were possible, we 


might find ourselves either iu posses- 
sion of entirely new codes of flavors 
or of a strtmge mixture of our old 
ones. The new flavors of favorite 
articles of food might then he very 
objectionable, because they would be 
unacquireil tastes, and all the pleas- 
ures derived through the senses are 
matters of more or less education, 


nous, moreover, might then have 


;he flavor that we bad previously 
inowu as belonging to oranges, and 
celery might taste as peaches had 
done before. 


The sumo might apply equally to 


the sei«e of smell. And here again 
,t should bo remembered that, al- 
though two persons equally detect a 
faint fishy smell in the scent of stale 
may blossom, it does not follow that 
xi each the smell of fish is really tho 
same. The various scents srnel led by 
two persons may be entirely differ 
ent, though their relations and val 
ues may be the same in each ease. 


There is no doubt that in some in- 


dividuals tho sense of taste or of 
smell is imperfect from birth or im- 
paired during life, and that what is 
Imown as color blindness in connec- 
tion with the optic nerves has its 
analogy in tho organs of taste ami 
smell. Some persons are therefore 
us incapable of distinguishing be- 
tweon certain tastes and smells, jusi 
as others cannot tell red. from green 
This may largely account for the 
preferences, antipathies and diversi- 
ties of taste in eating, drinking anc 
smelling. 


The reason why the cultivation of 


the senses of taste and smell has been 
so neglected is that, unlike the senses 
of sight, hearing and touch, they are 
now almost entirely xised by man a& 
a means of obtaining purely physica 
pleasure. In tlio lower animals the; 
are absolutely necessary to existence 
for without tho senses of smell am 
taste they could neither scent ou' 
their food nor be directed in their 
choice of it. Mac's general intelli 
gence has so developed that thesi 
senses are now not absolutely neces 
sary to him. They are therefore be 
ing neglected and will in time, phys 
iologists tell us, entirely disappear.- 
London Tit-Bttfc,

LONDON POLICEMEN. 


hoy Cost the Englitflt ^fotroiiolin Tea Htl* 


lions a Yuar For Tliclr Service*. 


It costs close upon 110,000,000 a 
eair to police London. There are in 
he metropolitan police force 1B,040 
.en of all rauks,.and their pay, clotti- 
ng and equipment alone cost the 
axpayers of the big city £1,313,969 a 
eai-. Then thero is the pay of the 
omnaissioners, doctors, clerical staff 
nd workmen generally, the mainto- 
ance of stations and offices and the 
loushnd and one miscellaneous items 
f cost in the operation of the de- 
artment, which brings the total cost 
f the machinery for guarding the 
ea.ce of the British metropolis a f ew 
ounds short of £2,000,000 a year. 
There are 12,685 ordinary police- 


men on the force. They are called 


constables," there being only one 


grade below that of sergeant. The 


ay of a constable varies between 24 
iiil lings a week, the pay of a new re- 
mit, and 368 12s. lid. a year, the 
ma-'dmurn pay of an ordinary coil- 
table. There were last year 1,099 
men on the London police force re- 
erring 34 shillings a week, which is 
carce $0 American money, although 
lie mere comparison of money valua 
s, of course, no criterion of the ade- 
ucicy of the pay for the police. 
Clothing is supplied to the constables 
"reo, or if, from any reason of special 
.uty, tho constable does not draw his 
upply of clothes from the govern- 
iie;ut stores he receives £5 a year in 
ilase of the clothing. 
The matter of allowance is an im- 


xuctant one in the remuneration re- 
eived by every member of the force. 
Constables, for instance, receive an 
allowance of coal money when they 
are not living in the stations. Mar- 
ied men get fourpence a week and 
ingle men throepence halfpenny a 
venk. MaiTied men living in sta- 
ions receive 40 pounds of coal a 
we«k the year round, single men 40 
rounds a week in winter and 20 
lounds in summer. This item of coal 
allowance amounted to £14,0150 last 
ea.r. 
The London policeman has by no 


means so good a job as far as remu- 
neration is concerned as has the New 
Yoi-k policeman, making all allow- 
mce for the difference in compara- 
ivo values there aud here. Nor has 


nearly so fine a place in com- 


larison with the lot of the average 
jotidouer as the itfew York police- 
man has compared with that of the 
average New Yorker. 
Indeed the 


Jocidou policeman is poorly paid, 
even as pay goes in England.—New 
York Sun. 


The Old Ubcrty Boll. 


The old liberty bell now rests in a 


laiidsome new case in the east room 
of Independence hall, Philadelphia. 
The case is made of selected quar- 
:ered white oak, is o feet 10 inches 
square and 10 feet high. On each of 
;he four sides is a large plate glass 
ove.r 4 feet wide and 7 feet high in 
;he center. 
At each corner is a 


Bronzed pillar surmounted by neat 
carved work, while over each of the 
;lass sides is an arch with the names 
of t'iie 13 original states carved, that 
of Pennsylvania beibig on the key- 
stone. Facing the doorway, leading 
down from the top, is a carved model 
of "Old Abo." the famous war eagle, 
she wings measuring 54 inches from 
tip to tip. 


Beneath, on the top part of the 


3as(i, is the inscription copied from 
tbe bell, "Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the world to all the inhabitants 
thereof." On each coiner of the top 
is a polished bronze torch. -The bell 
is suspended within the case from 
the marred old yoke on which it hung 
whtin it made its historic peal. Tha 
yoke itself was made from a tree just 
bade of the hall. This is supported 
by columns of bronze, and its col- 
umns rest on a truck, which fits 
snugly inside the case, and appears 
to ba simply a floor. Beneath are four 
rubber tired wheels, which will per- 
mit a quick removal in case of fire. 
The new case complete cost $1,500.— 
Philadelphia Letter.

The annual rates proposed by the 
ompany are proportionately much 
jwer than the monthly mixer rates, 
nd are from eight to ten per cent 
ower than the annual rates that 
ave been in force for tbe past two 
ears.

ill be greatly to tlie advantage of 
he consumer if he wishes to burn 
•as by the rnixer rate, to use it on 
lie annual contract plan, as he not 
nly gets the gas cheaper, but can 
eave the mixer on his stove for the 
vbole yuar, and at the end of the 
ear it has cost him less than If ho 
raid by the month and had the mixer 
aken olT in the spring and put on 
again in the fall, etc, 


Tlie method of paying for the gas 


mder tlie annual contract plan (1. e. 
iue-slxth of the amount each month 
or. six months) seems to be a fair and 
easonable one, as at the end of six 
months by the monthly plan, the 
consumer lias nearly paid the total 
;ost of the whole year, hence it will 
not work any hardship to anyone to 
>ay it as required by the company. 


In selling gas by tbe meter meas- 


urement the company.holds out the 
nducemeut to consumers to purchase 
their own rneteir by offering to sell 
;as at five cents less than the ordi- 
nance rate provides.
